VARSITY  FOOTBALL 

The  Milford  High  School  football  team  had  a  gloomy 
season  this  year.  The  Scarlets’  0-7-1  record  can  hardly  be 
blamed  on  the  ability  of  the  team  or  of  its  coaching 
staff.  The  Scarlets  demonstrated  their  skill  on  the  gridiron 
many  times  during  the  fall  season.  Though  the  seasons’ 
results  can  be  questioned,  the  sense  of  sportsmanship  that 
the  coaches  and  the  team  displayed  during  the  entire  sea¬ 
son  cannot  be  questioned. 

The  most  thrilling  play  of  the  season  was  in  the  Mil¬ 
ford  vs.  Marlboro  game.
